Cincinnati Présbytery Minority Has the 
Whip Hand Over the Majority. 

Crxncmnwatt, 0.) Sept. 19.—[Special.]—It is 
seldom that a minority can absolutely control 
a majority, but this’ will be the case as far as 
the Cincinnati Presbytery is concerned when 
the Synod of Ohio meets here Oct. 10 to try 
the Rev. Henry Preserved Smith on the 
charge of herésy. The Cincinnati Presby- 
tery _1s overwhelmingly conservative as 
its verdict in thé preliminary trial of Dr. 
Smith shows. It has been a rule of the pres-

call was left off at the last meeting. Last 
year **R” was the last letter called. It hap- 
pens a mest of liberals follows 
the “RB” in the alphabetical list, and 
of the thirty-two commissioners appoint- 
ed af today’s meeting of the presby- 
tery at. Hartwell eighteen to twenty are 
liberals who will vote with Dr. Smith.

They 
despise the English because of the treatment 
they have received at their hands. It was not 
until five years ago that anything like the 
truth was translated. Then Sir Ameer Ali, 
C, S. I., Judge of the High Court of Judica- 
ture and married to an English woman, 
wrote the first work. Syed Ahined 
Khan Bahadwr of Aigarh, India, who 
is the founder of the Anglo-Oriental colony 
there, has also written: commentaries on the 
io and the Bible, and his works represent 

ohammedan teachings in near the true 
light. 


Islam a Remedy for Social Ills. 

“The writings of these two men were the 
beginning of Mohammedanism in the West- 
ern country. I began the study of the Oriental 
religion nine, years ago, and four years ago 
concluded that Islam is the only remedy for 
the social condition complained of. A com- 
parison with Musselman cities -shows 
50 per cent less vicc than in 
Christian cities .of the same class. 
It requires brief investigation to show that 
Christianity is on the decline and that vice is 
on the increase, 

“A peculiar feature of Islamic doctrine is the 
perfect sirnplicity with which it may be ap- 
plied to all confiditions of society. I believe 
Islam will be the religion of Protestant Amer- 
ica. Wecan’tdo much with the Catholics. 
It is only necessary to break down falsehoods 
and to show what our religion is. In three 
years we will have here strong Mohammedan 
communities. 

We now have in tiiia country seven circles 
of the American br@heh of the Moslem Broth- 
erhood. This brotliérhood was organized by 
wealthy Moslems in Bombay and .I have been 
deputized the head of the brotherhood in this 
country. The ob are to disseminate our 
doctrines thronghowt the Western country. 
The Unitarian Chureh is deeply interested 
and may embrace Gur faith as achurch. We 
have also seven circles in the United States— 
two in New York, two in Brooklyn, one each 
in Washington, Woodcliffe, N. J., Pueblo, 
Colo., and there will soon be onein Chicago.”’

CHOLERA AT THREE ENGLISH PORTS. 


Official Statement Made in the House of 
Commons=Plague on the Continent. 

Lonpon, Sept. 10.—Further questions were 
asked in the House of Commons today re- 
garding the presence of Cholera in Great 
Britain. In reply to these questions the Rt.. 
Hon. Henry Fowler, President of the -local 
board, stated that with the exception of three 
ports on the east coasts all the ports of Great 
Britain were free from cholera. There was 
not the slightest reason, he added, to suppose 
that there was an epidemic of Asiatic cholera 
in any part of the United Kingdom. No 
cholera cases had occurred at South- 
ampton. The aedical experts attached to the 
local government board hold that there is no 
danger of infection from a ship which haa 
been out fourteen days from Great Britain 
and which had a clean bill of health.. 

There were two deaths trom cholera at Hull 
yesterday. 

Bupa Pasrn. Sept. 19.—Six cases of cholera 
and three deaths from the disease occurred in 
this city yesterday. 

Vrerna, Sept. 19.—In the Province of Galic- 
ia there were twenty-six cases of cholera and 
sixtéen deaths from the disease yesterday.

ing for the United States. The health au- 
thorities of Hamburg are confident that the 
cases of cholera discovered here are merely 
sporadic.

annually. In 1890 capital-wes put into the 
business and the -output was 2,800 tons; - 
1891 this amount doubled; and in 1892 
was increased 120 per cent over the mend 
year. In 1893, thecurrent year > output 
would reach 25,000 tons. e asked that the 
subjett be left out of. politics and be treated 
as a business question. 

In reply to a question he said that raising 
beets paid the farmer better than corn or 
wheat and that they could be raised here in 
almost all of the States. If the manufacturer 
here could use his by-products, as was done 
abroad; he could do without the bounty. 
They would never have entered the business 
unless the bounty clause had been enacted. 

T. R. Cutler, a Utah beet sugar manufact- 
urer, and E. P. Fowler, representing the Ana- 
hein Coéperative Beet Sugar Association of 
California, also spoke against repealing the 
bounty clause.

over the country. But not every 
community has an Andrew Carnegie 
to furnish the organ, or for that matter a 
Leonard Wales to hustle Councilmen into 
providing free public music and the system 
of free organ recitals of which Alleghany 
Cit Ah boasts has not yet had an imitator. 

r. Wales gave sixty-five recitals, all of 
which were conspicuously successful. They 
were On an invariable model and embraced a 
march, an overture, an operatic potpourri, 
some short, plaintive airs, a Strauss or nih 
teufel waltz, some classic music, a 
organ music number, and at least three pieces 
by some prominent local singer. 

uch music was heard in this dpe for the 
first time in Pittsburg, and the large pro a 
tion of music ar who attended with 
music in prograid having — 
published in the daily papers—showed that 
the educational advantages concerts 
were not being overlooked.

It is surprising to find Senators Hawley of 
Connecticut, Hale of Maine, and Dolph of 
ee the ground that the National 

ent ought not to take cognizance of 

st offense of holding up trains en- 

pot, in inter-State commerce and robbing 
them. 

It can be accounted for only on the ground 
that there have been no such robberies within 
the jurisdiction of the States they represent; 
and that they have not learned from local ex- 
‘perience how impotent are the laws and how 
ineffectual the machinery of a State to punish 


crimes committed by persons non-residents of. 


the State, who enter it to loot passing trains, 
and leave it when they have accomplished 
their purpose, and whose victims are persons 
or corporations not citizens of the State, but 
merely traveling through it. 

Let it be granted that all the States have 

laws for the punishment of train robbers— 
when caught. But what dothose laws amount 
to if the culprits are not caught? If the Ken 
daliville, Ind., train robhers had held up 
and plundered some local train; if they had 
killed or wounded some citizens of Indiana; 
and if they had left word that it was their in- 
tention to remain in Indiana to carry on their 
looting business, there is no doubt that a 
search would have been made for them by the 
State authorities, and they would have been 
hunted down finally and punished severely. 
- Senator Hawley had something to say about 
** upholding the rights of States.”” No one is 
dreaming of attacking them. But if it is the 
right of a State to arrest and punish persons 
preying on inter-State commerce, why does 
not it attend to its business? Until the Ken- 
dallville train robbers and other offenders of 
the same class have been caught and con- 
victed by Indiana or other States it is non- 
sense to say that the intervention of the Gen- 
eral Government is not needed. 

The company which was robbed was a New 
York corporation. The criminals were prob- 
ably not citizens of Indiana, and whether they 
were or were not they left that State as speedily 
In which of the other forty-three 


seems to care. It is certain that the Gov- 
ernors and Sheriffs of those other States are 
not putting themselves to any inconvenience 
to find out whether they are harboring men 
who have broken the laws of Indiana. Nor is 
the Governor of that State making any exer- 
tions to find robbers who are now outside his 
jurisdiction. He has offered no reward for their 
arrest. He feels that the crime was one com- 


+ mitted on transients by transients, and he 


cannot see that Indiana has suffered, That is 
the way State sovereignty always frocks in 
The result is that the only persons who are 
making any efforte to find the burglars are 
the paid detectives of the express company 
which was robbed. The task devolves on them 
because there is ho one else to undertake it, 
No State government is lifting hand or foot. 
If the express company lets the matter drop 
the criminals will be sure of immunity. 
There can be no better evidence of govern- 
mental incapacity than the fact that the State 
refuses “practically to run down those who 
commit certain kinds of crime within its lim- 
dite, and says that they will not be brought to 
punishment unless those whom they have 


ch |.wronged follow them up and apprehend them. 
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Senator Vest said that ‘‘ the great corpora- 
tions were making an attempt to get the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to protect their 
property.” They are entitled to protection 
from some one—just as much asa poor man, 
The State governments are not protecting 
those corporations when engaged in inter- 
State commerce. Must they go without pro- 
tection? ‘The engineer who was shot at 
Kendallville is not a “great corporation,” 
and therefore Senator Vest would probably 
admit that he was entitled to protection, but 
he is not receiving it from Indiana or any 
other State. 

The offense at Kendallville is 
one affecting the inter-State commerce of the 
United Stated. Thecrime was one against 
the United States.and the duty of detecting 
and punishing it should be assumed by the 
United States, especially as States will not as- 
sume it, If the States would act efficiently 
there-would be leas necessity for Federal in- 
tervention; but-they will not, and never have 
done so. “It is singular that Senators Hale 


and Hawley cannot see that such is the case: 
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sponded tone Seer They ae 
posed to the repeal of the tax and to the issue 
of State bank notes. Even in Western cities, 


where it might be supposed the désire for

“The States in the; Far West and South 
might and doubtless would put up as securities 
mortgages on swamp and prairie lands whose 
value is not-ascertainable.”’ 

“A return to the State bank issues would 
cause a return of the troubles of 1857. The 
State banks cannot give gocd securities; the 
national bank-note circulation is the best we 
ever had,” | 

“It. would be exceedingly unfortunate to 
pass to that order of things in which it would 
be necessary to examine the various securities 
for a mongrel currency.” 

“T see no reason why it [State hank issue] 
offers more for the future than it has given us 
in the past.”’ 

“TI think it is a dangerous move; we saw 
enough of wildcat banking in Michigan years 
ago. I do not believe Congress will be fool- 
ish enough to mediile with the present law.”’ 

‘**We want the present sound money re- 
tained. Let .the tax alone. We would be 
sorry to see it repealed.” 

“Tt would be a bad thing for the banks 
themselves and a worse thing for the country ; 
Iean hardly see how any result is possible 
but a return to the days of wildcat banking.”’ 

“T am against the issue of currency by 
State banks under any circumstances. State 
banks if allowed to issue currency on noth- 
ing would certainly do so, and there could be 
but one result from such a course, a flood of 
broken bank bills wholly worthless; I do not 

believe that any substitute could be found to 
equal it [the tax] as a safeguard,”’ 

**T am opposed to State banks issuing cur- 


rency and do not want to have a repetition of. 


worthleas currency in circulation.”’ 

* The only positive guarantee that our cur- 
rency will be kept at a par with gold, and con- 
sequently of equal value in all parts of our 
land, is to retain the present prohibitory tax.” 

** Let the law remain as itis. I cannot see 
that anything but harm would come from the 
repeal of this tax.” 

“We are satisfied with the satin condi- 
tion of things and want no change; the na- 
tional bank currency is as good in one State 
as another; with State banks issuing currency 
it would be entirely different. There should 
bea uniform currency, and that can only be 
by its being issued by the General Govern- 
ment.” 

“The banking interests in the North and 


West are generally in the hands of safe, con- | 


servative men, and I do not believe that one 
in ten of them would favor State bank issues ; 
they are regarded as unsafein the light of 
past history.” 

“* There would be much greater opposition if 
the present generation of business-men had 
any conception of the inconvenience and loss 
that would arise by reason of the issuing of a 
circulating medium by State banks that would 
spring up after repeal; while the circulation 
of the notes would be local at the same time 
it would cause perhaps an inflation, to be fol- 
lowed by depression that would be more gse- 
rious than anything we have seen in recent 
years.”

_ These loan companies simply act the part - 
of middlemen, taking up the small savings of 


working people at the Hast, in sums of a few 
hundred dollars each, and loaning out the 
money to farmers in the Western States. The 
borrower pays perhaps 8 per cent for the use 
of the money, and the mortgage is sold at 5 
or 6 per cent, the difference paying the ex- 
penses of the company and the fees of the 
Kansas local agent who negotiates the loan; 
or in some cases the lending is done by the 
company out of an aggregation of smail in- 
vestments. The result is the same. The 
farmers of Kansas and the West generally are 
able to borrow money at a reasonable rate of 
interest, something which their fathers who 
settled in Ohio, Indiana, or Illinois could not 
do. .When their fathers settled on land they 
could not borrow money on any terms. There 
was none to be loaned. 

Under the tedchingsof Gov. Lewelling, Mrs. 
Lease, Sockless Simpson, long-beard Peffer, 
and other calamity shriekers, catamounts, 
and yelping coyotes of the prairie many of the 
people of Kansas have developed a spirit of 
dishonesty which has become alarming to the 
companies and the working people farther 
East who have furnished the money to lend. 
These calamity howlers have indoctrinated a 
large number of the people of that State with 
the idea that they have the right to . borrow 
money from others and not. return it; the 
right to obtain from others gold money with 
which to buy land and stock, and build houses 


and barns, and then pay back the money in 


dollars not worth more than 58 cents each, 
or in fiat serip worth 10 or 15 cents on the 
dollar. Many of the Kansas folks have arrived 
at the conclusion that such a procedure is 
right and moral. ‘They pride themselves 
on it, and consider it justifiable to cheat some- 
body out of what is his loan, Their indorse- 
ment of the wicked proposition gave Mme. 
Lease the courage to come here three weeks 
ago and make a speech before the alleged 
Labor Congress about the “ problem” they 
—the Populiste—were going to solve; in effect 
telling her auditors that it is Jaudable to re- 
pudiate, and that:the men who want to cheat 
creditors out of their just dues are paragons 
of virtue—regular sunflowers, with smiling 
faces. 

Of course the land mortgage companies can-

rate of speed into the rear end of the first sec- 
tion near Manteno Monday night, telescoping 
cars, killing nine persons, and injuring twenty 
more, some of whom may die, From the 
first reports of the disaster it appears that a 
local train, preceding the first section, slowed 
up near Manteno. The flagman was sent 
back to intercept the first section and suc- 
ceeded. The first was brought toa standstill 
and its flagman in turn started to the rear to 
stop the second section,.but he had gone only 
a few yards when around a sharp curve it was 
seen coming at the speed of forty-five miles 
an hour. It was too late for the engineer of 
the second even to sensibly slacken up, and 
the collision occurred with the terrible results 


. Already noted. This is one statement. On 


the other hand it is affirmed in one quarter 
that the erigineer of the second section was 
asleep at his post and that the fireman was 
shoveling coal at the time. This does not 
seem to be a probable story. Itis not likely 
an engineer would be asleep at that early 
hour, 9:20, and the fact that in a moment of 
time he tried to slacken speed and saved him- 
self by jumping from his engine when the 
first indication of danger was his headlight 
shining on the rear car of the first sec- 
tion would argue against this theory. It is 
stated by others that no flagman was sent 
back, that the track is straight at that point 
for several miles, and that hada flagman gone 
back he would have been seen in time., The 
real cause of the disaster evidently will not be 


‘ known until the Illinois Central officials and 


the Coroner have made an investigation, for 
the trains were running on the Central tracks 
and are operated’ under Central rules until 
they reach Kankakee. But both the Assistant: 
Superintendent and the Second Vice-Presi- 


dent of the Central affirm that some one 


blundered. In this case there must be a rigid 
investigation, and meanwhile if two sections 
of a train are running at top speed and so near 
each other that the second cannot be stopped 
when flagged in time to avoid a collision, then
